Out- 
going dispatches to these forces contain no intelligence not already made 
available to the CIA through established channels. Incoming dispatches 
containing information of an intelligence value will be extracted and this 
information supplied to the CIA. However, these extracts cannot contain 
details of the operations of U.S. forces as such information is not intel- 
ligence and is considered to be beyond the purview of either departmental 
or national intelligence. 
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
